NICKEL STEEL COMPANY. 

The Private Bills Committee had be- 
fore it the bill to incorporate the Nick- 
el Steel Company of Canada. Assent 
was given to most of the powers asked 
for by the company: to enable them 
to establish refinery works at Sud- 
bury for the refining of nickel and the 
production of iron and nicke! steel, but 
certain provisions were objected to as 
being too far-reaching in character, and 
were referred to the Deputy Minister 
of Finance and the Superintendent 


of Insurance to report upon. Under 
the provisions in question the company 
meeks authority to acquire shares in 
railway and other companies, and 
to construct and operate railways con- 
necting their mines, furnaces, or works 
with any railway at present in ex- 
intence. he incorporators are Messrs. 
John McLaren, of Brockville, George 
D. Douglas, of New York; Alexander 
Fraser and David MacLaren, of Ot- 
tawa; J. FP. Vandevoort, of Pittsburg;

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MAKE THE POTATO FIELD FERTILE | 


The difficulty with the ordinary | 
farm potato patch is that it is not suffi- 
clently rich to give best resulta. Or- | 
dimarily the field is filled with weed 
seeds which almost smother oat the | 
crop before the season is over. If best. 
results are to be obtained, choose a | 
plece of ground naturally rich and well 
drained. having it as near the house as | 
possible. If it has been fall plowed, | 
#o much the better, but if mot fertilize | 
heavily any time from now on with sta- 
ble manure, and eaon as the frost | 
ia out of the groupd, and the land is | 
dry enough, plow under to a depth of 
three or four in Harrow several 
timee and just before the crop is to be 
planted, give the sand another plowing, 
this time going down to a depth of 
ee or ten inches, provided soil 

Ul permit it. Go over thia with the 
ordinary harrow, a disk or other deep 
working harrow, until the surface is 
in the condition of a well:cared for gar- 
den plot. 

Lay off the land in rows three feet 
apart and plant the potatoes 18 inches 
apart in the row. Oover to a depth of 
three or four inches and after plant- 
ing go over the field with a smoothing 
harrow. As soon as weeds begin to ap- 
pear at all, even before the potatoes 
are up, go over the field with « amooth- 
ing harrow again and continue this. 
until the plants are large enough to 
cultivate. If all this work has been 
thoroughly dome and the land is sot 
especially foul, the potato orop will 
be im good condition to withetand the 
ravages of insects or fungus ta or 
the effecta of drouths. They will also be 
more easily dug when wanted for table 
use and of m higher quality than if 
the field was carelessly prepared and 
cultivated.

Dynamite Explosion, 


The Ottawa Power Company's Factery 
Blown Up. 


Ottawa, April 17.—The people of 
Ottawa were startled at 11:35 to- 
night by a terrific shock, which 
shook buildings and smashed wind- 
ows in all parts of the city. - The 
sky was suddenly lit up into a 
blaze ot fire,and for seyeral seconds 
the night was conyerted into day. 
Then there was a deafening report, 
the concussion of which made some 
of the most substantially built struc. 
tures tremble. It was ascertained 
that the dynamite factory of the Ot- 
tawa Power Company, situated on 
the Chelsea road, on the Quebec side 
of the river, about four miles north 
of Ottawa, had blown up. As far 
as can be ascertained at this time, 
no person was killed or injured. 
The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been explained, but, as there is 
a high wind blowing, it is suggested 
that the banging of a door or the 
falling of a window might have 
produced a concussion sufficient to 
explode the dynamite.

In addition to covering the grain the 
press wheels compact the grownd over 
the seed, which tends to make moisture 
rise Into the soil which surrounds it. 
This firming of the soil tends to pro- 
duce one of the necessary conditions 
for growth, viz., moisture. 
Tt is often a« good plan to harrow 
the ground after seeding if it has not 
been fined h before the wheat was 
sown. It will not hurt the grain to 
harrow the ground after the wheat is 
up.

A System of Lecal eo Stations All 
Over the Dominion. 
Ottawa, April 22. —At a meeting 


Rob- 
ertson gave a possible plan for the 
establishment and maintenance ot 
Dominion illustration stations for 
farmers. This will be erent 


‘| vance in the direction of f 


belp by the Government, intended 
to assist farmers in every county to 
obtain the largest returns from their 
farms and their labors. 

Local organizations are asked to 
provide an illustration field or illus- 
tration station, to be used for the 
purposes mentioned. The county 
or township council might proyide 
a field, where all farmers would see 
the best methods put into practice, 
and they would be able to adopt 
them in their own farms. All de- 
tails would be carried out by’ the 
department, which would also pro- 
vide seed and compensate the oc- 
eupier of the land, who would be 
superintendent of illustrations, for 
the expenses incurred. The ex- 
pense to the Government for seed 
and labor would be from #50 to 
$100 per “ illustration‘ field.” 

A trayeling inspector and lecturer 
would be provided for each group 
oe twenty-five illustration stations. 
The cost of the whole scheme to the 
Government would be from $100 to 
$200 per station.

INSTRUCTIONS IN SPRAYING. 


The Ontario Department of Agri- 
eulture recommend the following ao- 
tat lome : 

i, Bordesgx Mixture—Copper eul- 
phate. 4 pounds; lime, fresh. 4 pounds; 
water, 40 gallons. 

Sampend the copper sulphate in five 
gallons of water. Thies may be done 
by putting it in « bag of coarse ma- 
terial, and hanging it so as to be cor- 
ered by the water. Slake the 


Then mix the two and add the re- 


Warm water will dissolve the copper 
sulphate more readily than cold water. 
If the lime is at all dirty strain the 
lime solution. If the lime is good the 


above amount ia likely to be aufficient. 
It is an easy matter to know how much | 


lime is required by using what is 
termed the ferrocyanide of potassium 
teat, This substance can be got at 


any druggist’s., and very llitle is re- | 


quired. Take a small bottle. 2 oz. and 
@et it filled with a saturated solution 
of thin compound. If there is nob 
plenty of lime in your mixture. a drop 
the test added to it, turns brown. 
more lime and atir. As soon 

om the test faila to color in coming 
im contact with your mixture. it indi- 
cates there is sufficient lime present 
to neutralize the effeota of the copper 
Sulphate.

The Committee on Agriculture lis- 
tened for two hogrs on Wadnesiiay to 
the evidence of Prof. Robertson, Com- 
inissioner of Apricalture and Dairy- 
we. on the. condition of 
dairy and creamery interests. The 
professor explained the methods the 
Government bad adapted to encourage
